Sylvia Odio lived in a obscure dwelling not t® fan from Oswald. 

Altbouah she was a "friend" of one of the Marcus clan one could not 
tell this from her home but rather from her attire which v,'as quite 
eirpensive . 

On® either Hovember 22nd or 23rd , as a result of the "shock" of the 
assassination of •BB'K Sylvia Odio was in such a state that she was 
admitted to Baptist Hospital of D-llas (?) which is a part of 
South'em Methodist University ( SMJ). 

TThile confined there as supposedly in danger of taking her ovm life 
several aoquaitances visited with her constaMly. They, although not too 
wel3.~to do pooled sune money and purchased food and clothes for the 
shi-ldren and relatives of Syliia Odio who v?ere living with her. 

Subseauently there entered into tTiis scene a person previously unlniom 
to the others who were concei'ned about Odio. The new poxty a Joanna

TTrember of the John Birch Society in Dallas. She immedtaely assumed 
ail obligations insofar as talcing care of tlie children and relatives 
who reciided ?/ith Odio. 


l!y sotxroe had rreviously been told of the harrowing tale of excape and 
intrigue from Cuba by Sylvia Odio and other members of her family 
and of the many times they faced death. It seemed unlikely that she 
would become so unwound over the death of JRF.. Subsequently my sourc® 
was told bv either Odio or Rodgers that a friend of Odio’s imprisoned 
mother and “ father h.ad sent funds from Rlorida so that she and her fax 
family could relocate there. The souarce of the money was a man named 
Parree ( I have spelled it as it was pronounced to me).
